Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Nekromantik 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is deemed to be objectionable because the publication promotes and supports 
sexual conduct with or upon the body of a dead person. 

The publication contains a German feature that was made in 1991 and extra material 
including trailers, behind the scenes footage, a collection of photographs and a short film. 
The feature is an odd drama about a woman who is sexually interested in corpses. The 
treatment often has the feel of an exploitation film, and consistently presents necrophilia 
as a sexually arousing and romantic activity. Parts of the extra material and the feature also 
have the effect of normalising necrophilia. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression, but 
this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to 
be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability 
of publications that promote and support sexual conduct with or upon the body of a dead 
person. 
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
